death, he never touched » business 
proposition that resulted In failure. 


Mr.-Weaver was born iu Newport 


nearly Hfty-slx years ago, the son of 
the late Benjamin C. and Elizabeth 
(Norman) Weaver, his mother being a 
Eister of the late George H. Norman. 
He received his early education in the 
public Ectiools of Newport, fitting for 
college at the Hogers High School. 
After graduating from the Troy Poly- 
technic Institute he accepted a position 
In the eugiueer department of. the 
United Stales government aud was as- 
signed to duty In constructing the 
breakwater nl the east harbor at Block 
Island. He afterward worked at coti- 
str.ictlon of gas and water plants, be- 
ing associated nt times with the late 
George H. Normau iu his various en- 
terprises. He wa< selected by Presi- 
dent Nickerson of the Atlantic it Pa- 
clllc Railway as engineer In charge of 
the road built from San Diego, aud for 
a time his du Ik's required him to reside 
In California.

In speak- 
ing of his birth, he says: 


"Tbe event, of so much more import- 


ance to me than to anyone else, ..took 
place so nearly on the stroke of mid- 
night that it was uncertain whether 
the 17th or the 18th of the month 
should, in strict accordance with the 
fact,'be set down as my birthday. In 
my childhood, some freedom of choice 
being left to me iu the matter—strange 
as it may seem that a boy should be 
able to choose his own birthday—I 
stoutly maintained that the 17th was 
the anniversary, since It added the dig- 
nity of oue day to my youthful years, 
and 
brought the presents, if there 


chanced to be any, one day earlier. 
But latter in life, for i> sadder reason, I 
fixed upou the .date that made me a 
day younger. Then there waa the sat- 
isfaction of feeling that I was a child 
of the morning." 


But while Mr. Trowhridge appears to 


have been permitted to exercise Home 
choice in tbe matter of fixing the date 
of bla birth, be ban enjoyed no such lat- 
itude iu deciding upon the place of his 
natlvitv. It remained for others lo do 
that. Upou consulting the lir.t edit- 
ion of the Century Dictionary of Names 
be was somewhat surprised to learn 
that lie had been born iu Towuseud, 
N. Y., instead of In Ogdeu, wblcti 
town bis parent* had assured him was 
his true birthplace. 
He wrote to the 


editors of the Dictionary, saying: "t 
have no doubt that Townsend, if there 
IB such a place, would have beeu a 
good town in which to be born, but I 
had no choice in the matter." The er- 
ror, which was the work of some care- 
less preutice, who had confused Ihe 
author's middle name with that of the 
town iu which he bad beeu born, was 
corrected in the next edition.

Il war written 
by tlie Washington correspondent of 
the Brooklyn Kagle and read as fol- 
lows: 
'111 one of my trips through 


LheNavy Department I was introduced 
to the chief clerk of the Rureau of Con- 
struction, whose uarne la Darius Green. 
"Not Ihe Darius'Green of flying-ma- 
chine fame"" I abked upon heariug his 
name. ".Exactly." lie replied, smil- 
ing'. "Thatlsjust who I am." lie 
then tojd me his «lory. "Some thirty- 
five years ago," lie said, "I was a boy 
attending a school at Medford, Macs. 
One day the poet Trowhridge called 
upon the principal, who waa a peisoual 
fileud of bis, aud sketched out the plan 
of hia celebrated story of thellyiug ma- 
chine. "I have," he said, "everything 
now except a name for my hero. Can't 
you flud umoug your tcholars one that 
will suit?'

Knulaiid aud America long before Ihe 
ternlulluu as"Lydiu Fisher's Jig," to 
which the woids of au old nurcery wing 
were adapted: 


Lucy Locket lusl her pocket, 
Lyddy Kisner fuund It; 
Nut a bit of money In it, 
; 


Only binding around it. 


In 1775, wheu the Colonial troops 


joined the British regulars under (Jen. 
Johnson near Albany, preparatory to 
.their attack ou the French post al Ni- 
agara, a Uritlsh surgeon, who was a 
clever musician and something of a 
wit besides, arranged thia old air aud 
commended it to the omcers of the 
provincial militia as a 
well-known 


piece of military music. The joke was 
successful, the air nleaseil the soldiers 
greatly and became very popular in 
the Colonial army, sayi the House- 
ke«(*r. Tula waa unquestionably the 
incident that made "Yankee Doodle" 
our national air, A far more remote 
origin of this air has also been claimed. 
Koseutb, when In the Dulled States, 
aald lual Ihe Hungarian distinctly rec- 
ognized Jthe luue of "Yankee Doudle" 
us an old national'dance of their own. 
A Spanish professor of uiuaic lias also 
identified. It as tlie ancient sword dance 
of the Uiscayans, and a (Jeruian has 
declared il to he uu air traditionally 
known in his country. Dr. Bombaugh, 
antiquarian aud literary itudant, »»- 
Berts that both wurds aud air were 
probably nrlpiually brought from Hol- 
land. He aaya thai among tlie labor- 
em wlni every year during harvest 
time gu from Germany tu the Nuthei- 
Jands (receiving HS Ibelr wage as much 
buttermilk as they can drink and a 
tenth of the grain they cut and rake) 
the following ditty hae be«n iu use for 
many yeara: 


Yankei, didel, dixlel ilowu, 


Didel Uudel lalltei, 


Yauke viven, voover, vowri. 


Botermilk and lanther.
